airable type, and to report its findings 
as soon as possible. 
In the discussion of the petition the 
general view was developed that a re­ 
taining wall should be built both for 
the protection of the bridge and of the j 
city. It was declared that, under pres­ 
ent conditions, the creek in high water 
might break its banks at 
Chapman 
avenue and spread 
water generally 
west and south through the town, as 
it has done upon a previous occasion. 
The opinion was held that a three- 
arch bridge of sufficient span to easily' 
carry the current in flood should 
be 
built. 
It was thought that the city’s 
share would be about two-thirds of 
the bridge. The city has been assured 
that the county will co-operate when 
the city desires to put in a bridge.
